n  any  number  of  occasions,  the 
ideal  vision  for  a  society  that  is 
enshrined  in  the  Torahs  laws  has/had 
practical  consequences  that  were 
untenable. 

•  If  Jews  are  not  allowed  to  charge  interest, 
then  those  who  have  the 
financial  resources  will 
have  no  incentive  to  grant 
loans,  and  those  in  des¬ 
perate  need  of  the  capital 
will  be  denied  access  to 
the  money  that  they 
require. 

•  If  all  loans  are  can¬ 
celed  in  the  Jubilee  (50th)  year,  and  real  proper¬ 
ty  also  reverts  to  its  original  tribal  owners,  who 
would  be  foolish  enough  to  lend  money  for  a 
period  that  extends  past  the  50th  year,  or  to  buy 
any  land? 

“Im  ayn  ke’mach,  ayn  Torah”  “If  there  is  no 
flour  (sustenance),  there  is  no  Torah”  (Ethics  of 
the  Fathers.  Chapter  3,  Mishnah  21). 

This  rabbinic  adage  reflects  an  understand¬ 
ing  that  both  common  sense  and  an  acknowl¬ 
edgement  of  practical  (economic)  issues  had  to 
go  hand-in-hand  with  the  observance  of  Torah. 

To  that  end,  the  rabbis  permitted  an  up-front 
monetary  incentive  to  encourage  loans  (not 
interest,  but  something  akin  to  points  on  a 
mortgage),  and  Hillel  promulgated  his  prosbul, 
in  which  loans  were  transferred  from  the  indi¬ 
vidual  to  the  court  prior  to  the  Jubilee  year  so 
that  the  loans  would  remain  in  effect. 

The  Biblical  prohibition  on  having  any 
hametz  products  or  utensils  in  ones  possession 
during  Passover  created  similar  difficulties.  Can 
you  imagine  not  just  clearing  out  all  your  food¬ 
stuffs,  but  permanently  divesting  yourself  of 
your  cutlery  and  your  good  china??  As  we  all 
know,  we  fulfill  the  Biblical  command  of  ridding 
ourselves  of  hametz,  and  still  manage  to  retain 
our  hametz  at  the  conclusion  of  the  holiday,  by 
“selling”  it. 

Exactly  how  does  this  work?  And  why  does 
it  cost  us  to  sell  our  hametz ? 

1  know  that  at  first  blush  many  of  you  may 
react  negatively  and  dismiss  the  intricacies  of 
this  sale  as  nothing  but  subterfuge.  But  I  would

(except  for  those  things  made  from 
grain  like  cereal  or  pasta,  which 
must  be  disposed  of)  and  all  of  our 
hametz  utensils  as  part  of  a  larger 
pool.  We  are  then  obligated  to 
close  off  the  cabinets  containing 
these  items  because  they  will  no 
longer  belong  to  us  once  the  sale  is 

effected.  A  gift  of  $ _ is  made  to 

the  individual  who  will  buy  the 
community’s  hametz  (that’s  where 
pan  of  the  money  we  “pay”  to  sell 
our  hametz  goes).  For  a  deposit  of 

the  exact  same  $ _ ,  the  individual 

agrees  to  buy  all  of  the  communi¬ 
ty’s  hametz,  effective  on  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  erev  Pesach  (this  year,  Friday 
April  22,  because  Pesach  begins  on 
Saturday  night)  and  s/he  has  until 


20  minutes  after  Passover  ends  to 
come  up  with  the  remainder  of  the 
purchase  price  (some  large,  arbi¬ 
trary  sum).  If  the  purchaser  fails  to 
produce  this  sum  by  the  end  of  the 
holiday,  the  entire  sale  is  null  and 
void — the  hametz  reverts  to  its 
original  owners,  and  the  purchas¬ 
er’s  deposit  is  returned. 

And  what  happens  to  the  rest  of 
the  monies  collected  from  the  sell¬ 
ers  (above  the  amount  initially  gift¬ 
ed  to  the  purchaser  of  the  hametz )? 
They  are  used  for  charitable  gifts  to 
the  needy  to  allow  them  to  proper¬ 
ly  celebrate  the  holiday.

Our  Individual  "Sparks" 

A)  :  s  we  prepare  for  our  April  2  Shabbat  Morning  Music 

f\|  Service,  “The  Musical  Spark  of  Our  Fleritage,”  which  is 

dedicated  to  our  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  theme  for  this 
MgMc  -  A  , '  year,  I  have  been  marveling  at  die  programs  already  taking 
I  place  and  at  some  new  possibilities  that  have  begun  to 
mm  lopen  up  in  our  congregational  community. 

This  inspires  me  to  offer  a  thought  about  “gifts”  we 
might  present  to  ourselves  when  we  come  to  shul  and 
participate  in  study  and  prayer.  I  invite  you  to  think  about 
the  experience — what  it  can  mean  for  each  of  you 
through  awareness  of  your  individual  “spark” — and  how 
it  enhances  the  collective  spirit  of  our  congregation. 

Let  us  reflect  on  that  which  motivates  us  to  come  to 
shul.  Is  it  the  feeling  that  we  should  go,  or  that  we  look 
forward  to  going?  What  do  we  seek  in  this  experience?  Is 
it,  perhaps  the  fellowship  of  friends?  Do  we  want  to  “feel”  good?  Do  we  wish  to 
bring  our  lives  and  daily  experiences  into  a  closer  relationship  with  God?  Do  we 
want  to  stimulate  our  thinking  by  learning  from  the  Rabbis  sermon  or  from  the 
Torah  reading?  Do  we  wish  to  listen  to  the  music  and  texts  of  the  Siddur  and 
ponder  their  significance  for  us  at  that  moment?  Can  we  gain  meaning  and 
“spirit”  from  joining  in  enthusiastic  singing? 

All  of  the  above  can  be  valuable  for  connecting  our  lives  to  the  values  and 
treasures  of  our  Jewish  heritage.  I  also  believe  each  of  these  can  help  us  come 
closer  to  that  “spark”  within  us — to  appreciate  our  gifts  from  God  and  our 
potential,  and  to  realize  that  we  are  able  to  experience  closeness  to  God. 

A  related  idea  occurred  to  me  while  studying  a  portion  of  the  Zohar  [“The 
Book  of  Splendor,”  a  literary  collection  of  midrashic  teachings  from  medieval 
Spain]  at  a  remarkable  rabbinic-cantorial  spirituality  retreat  I  attended  in  mid- 
January. 

Deeply  involved  in  tire  wisdom  of  the  book,  I  was  astonished  by  the 
paradoxical  realization  that  the  scholarly  characters,  traveling  on  a  journey,  could 
find  their  closest  connection  to  God  by  studying  together  at  night  in  a  place  that 
was  quiet,  safe,  and  free  of  any  outside  distractions.  Anguish  or  stress  created  a 
barrier  that  would  make  such  a  “communion”  untenable.  Then  I  thought  of  our 
own  world  and  culture.  We  have  a  saying  that  there  are  no  atheists  in  the  trenches 
of  warfare,  or  when  facing  immediate  mortal  danger.  And,  conversely  in  our 
society,  when  we  are  successful,  affluent,  and  enjoying  luxurious  comforts,  we 
often  lose  our  connection  to  God.  We  tend  to  seek  different  kinds  of  stimulations 
and  joys  that,  somehow,  may  fail  to  give  us  comfort,  peace  or  satisfaction. 

Obviously  our  world  is  so  unlike  that  which  our  rabbinic  leaders  knew 
centuries  ago.  Yet,  so  much  of  human  nature  remains  constant,  century  after 
century.  I  think  we  can  learn  much  from  the  scholarly  sages  of  the  past  whose 
deep  concentration  on  Torah  study  was  intended  to  elevate  their  human 
qualities.  Perhaps  our  becoming  more  aware  of  the  “spark”  that  connects  us  to 
the  wonderful  values  of  our  Tradition  may  enable  us  to  come  closer  to  the 
intentions  of  our  prayers  and  rituals.  By  practicing  our  religious  connections 
daily,  we  help  enhance  our  ability  to  cope  with  the  unforeseen.  This  may  be  a  gift 
we  can  learn  from  the  above  model  of  the  Zoharl

While  our  cultural  tapestry 
is  indeed  varied,  our  Judaism  binds  us  all 
as  one  people  through  the  language  of 
prayer.

This 
service  is  aimed  at  transcending  the  origins 
of  the  music,  so  that  we  might  experience  a 
journey  through  our  collective  Jewish 
world  of  religious  creativity  and  spirit.

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Holocaust  Survivor  Sam  E.  Bloch 
to  Speak  on  Yom  Hashoah

On  May  4  at  6:00  pm,  we  will  observe  Yom 
Hashoah,  Holocaust  Remembrance  Day,  as  a 
community.  I  hope  that  all  of  us  will  join  together 
in  our  sanctuary  that  evening  to  participate  in  one 
of  the  most  important  and  meaningful  religious 
services  on  the  Jewish  calendar. 

Most  victims  of  the  Holocaust  perished 
together  with  their  entire  families,  leaving  no  one 
alive  to  say  Kaddish  for  them.  Each  one  of  us  bears 
the  responsibility  to  ensure  that  all  those  Jewish 
men,  women  and  children  who  were  annihilated 
anonymously,  whose  ashes  are  scattered  across  the 
graveyards  of  European  Jewry,  remain  forever  in 
our  prayers  and  our  collective  consciousness. 

On  May  4,  we  will  be  privileged  to  listen  to  one 
of  the  most  prominent  leaders  of  the  survivors  of 
the  Holocaust,  Sam  E.  Bloch.  Born  in  Ivyie, 

Lithuania,  into  a  prominent  Zionist  family,  Sam  was 
1 5  years  old  when  the  war  broke  out.  His  father,  an 
educator  and  one  of  the  prominent  leaders  of  the 
town's  Jewish  community,  was  murdered  by  the 
Germans  on  Tishah  b'Av  in  1 941 .  Sam,  who  was 
active  in  the  ghetto's  resistance  movement, 
rescued  scores  of  relatives  and  neighbors  during 
the  killing  actions.  With  the  liquidation  of  the 
ghetto  imminent,  he  escaped  into  the  forests 
together  with  his  mother  and  younger  brother 


where  they  joined  a  group  of  Jewish  partisans.  For 
the  next  three  years,  he  fought  the  Germans,  all  the 
while  protecting  his  mother  and  brother.  In  1945, 
they  made  their  way  to  the  Displaced  Persons 
camp  of  Bergen-Belsen  in  Germany,  where  Sam 
soon  became  the  youngest  member  of  the  Jewish 
Committee  that  sparked  the  rebirth  of  Jewish  life 
out  of  the  ashes  of  the  destruction  and  advanced 
the  political  struggle  to  create  the  State  of  Israel.  In 
Bergen-Belsen,  he  met,  fell  in  love  with,  and 
married  another  young  survivor,  Lilly  Czaban.  In 
1949,  they  immigrated  to  New  York  where  their 
two  daughters,  my  wife,  Jeanie,  and  her  sister, 
Gloria,  were  born.  Sam  became  a  prominent  leader 
of  the  Zionist  movement  in  the  United  States,  and 
is  president  of  the  World  Federation  of  Bergen- 
Belsen  Associations  and  Senior  Vice  President  of 
the  American  Gathering  of  Jewish  Holocaust 
Survivors. 

I  urge  all  members  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
to  become  witnesses  to  the  witnesses  of  the  Shoah 
by  listening  to  Sam's  personal  account  and  learning 
how  a  young  man  in  his  teens  and  early  twenties 
resisted  the  Nazis  and  helped  rebuild  the  Jewish 
people.  On  May  4,  may  Sam  Bloch's  memories 
become  a  part  of  ours.  The  evening  will  continue 
with  a  showing  of  the  film,  Paperclips.

"God  Is  a  High  Top  Shoe" 


Our  students  in  the 
Gitnel  through  Vav 
grades  recite  and 
sing  tejillot 
(prayers) 

beautifully  every  Shabbat  in 
Junior  Congregation. 

Through  practice  and  study, 
using  the  S’fatai  Tijtach 
curriculum  and  the  siddur 
(prayer  book),  the  children 
learn  to  read  the  prayers 
correctly  and  to  identify  key  concepts  in 
them. 

It  is  often  noticed  that  our  students 
make  colorful  covers  for  their  siddurim. 
However,  what  one  may  fail  to  realize  is 
that  the  covers  are  not  merely  beautiful 
decorations  for  the  prayer  books.  Rather, 


each  student’s  cover 
is  personally 
meaningful, 
depicting  a  metaphor 
for  God  chosen  by 
him  or  her. 

In  a  theology 
workshop  I  do  with 
the  Gimel  students, 
we  learn  about 
metaphoric 
language,  examine 
metaphors  in  the  adon  olam  prayer,  and 
discuss  why  humans  use  metaphoric 
language  to  speak  about  and  relate  to  God. 
The  highlight  of  the  workshop  is  my 
reading  to  the  students  the  picture  book, 

In  God’s  Name  by  Sandy  Sasso,  which 
brilliantly  conveys  the  idea  of  metaphoric 

language  for  God 
in  a  way  that  is 
very  clear  and 
accessible  to 
children.  Directly 
following  my 
session  with  the 
students,  they  write 
and  sketch  their 
own  metaphors  for 
God.  Later  in  art 
class  with  Ellen 
Alt,  they  use  water 
colors  to  transfer 
their  metaphors  to 
their  siddur  covers. 
The  completed  and 
laminated  covers 
are  affixed  to  their 
siddurim,  which  are 
officially  presented 
to  them  by  the

My  favorite  metaphor  by  a  child  this  age 
goes  like  this:  “God  to  me  is  like  a  high  top 
shoe,  because  a  high  top  shoe  protects 
your  toes  and  your  ankles,  and  God 
protects  you.  Once  I  was  wearing  a  shoe 
that  did  not  cover  my  ankle  and  1  tripped 
and  I  sprained  my  ankle.  It  was  like  God 
was  not  hanging  on  to  me.”  Out  of  the 
mouth  of  babes....

decisions  about  what  role  Judaism 
plays  in  their  life.  What  will  his/her 
Jewish  identity  be?  And  what  we,  as  a 
community,  have  to  wrestle  with  is 
how  do  we  prepare  them  to  answer 
that  question  in  a  Jewishly-informed 
and  -driven  way. 

For  a  long  time,  Hillel’s  mantra  was 
“Jews  doing  Jewish  things  with  other 
Jews”  a-  former  President  Richard  Joel 
used  that  line  as  a  catchment  for  all 
programming  that  happened  under 
the  auspices  of  that  organization. 
Actually,  it  is  not  so  different  from 
what  we  do  at  P.A.S.  Programming  on 
the  4th  floor  is  geared  around  several 
basic  themes:  learning,  community¬ 
building  and  tikkun  olam.
